Notes column we answered as far as 

possible the request of ome of our 

readers for details of the auto and 
persons shown on the 4c 1901 Pan-Amer- 
ican Exposition commemorative stamp. 
A short time later came a letter from 
Edwin S. Hege of Washington, D. C., 
which contained the following interesting 
statement: 

“Sometime in the year 1900 my father, 
Samuel B. Hege, then Division Pas- 
senger Agent of the Baltimore and Ohio 
Railroad Company, persuaded the com- 
pany to purchase a number of electric- 
powered vehicles from the Anderson 
Electric Vehicle Company of Anderson, 
Indiana, for a de luxe service between 
hotels in Washington, D. C., and the 
company depot, then at New Jersey Ave- 
nue and C Street, N. W. A short time 
in advance of the delivery of the vehi- 
cles by the factory my father was lunch- 
ing with his warm friend, Mr. Perry S. 
Heath, then First Assistant Postmaster 
General. In the course of the luncheon 
Mr. Heath indicated he had in mind a 
series of Pan-American Exposition 
stamps emblematic of transportation, 
and asked for suggestions, and the vehi- 
cles then on order were suggested. When 
the vehicles arrived my father went in 
one of them with a general officer of the 
railroad to the east side of the Capitol, 
where the vehicle was photographed, my 
father being clearly recognizable at the 
near window while his superior sat out 
of sight through a desire to have the 
procuring of the vehicles credited to the 
activity of my father. I have the orig- 
inal photograph. The man on the box 
beside the driver had the job of opening 
and closing vehicle doors and helping ve- 
hicle occupants with baggage, the driv- 
er’s sole duty being to look after the ve- 
hicle. The photograph was later loaned 
to Mr. Heath, a die or engraving made 
therefrom to print the stamps and I have 
one of the stamps that came off the 
press inverted. My father died in 1929.” 

Mr. Hege states further that he never 
heard his father mention the identity of 
the two men on the box, though he sur- 
mises that one very probably was a fac- 
tory demonstrator and the other a rail- 
road employee being trained to drive the 
machines. The electric automobile was 
then a new item in transportation, the 
manufacturing company having since 
gone out of business, through merger. 

The stamp Mr. Hege has is one of the 
copies with center inverted, which were 
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printed to the order of Third Assistant 
Postmaster General Edwin C. Madden 
after a report had reached officials that 
this stamp had been found with center 
inverted. Two full sheets of 200 each 
were printed with center inverted. The 
first report was later found to be untrue, 
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but in the meantime Mr. Madden had 
proceeded with the distribution of the 
deliberate inverts. One pane of 100 
went to the National Museum collec- 
tion and 97 of these were exchanged for 
stamps needed for the collection. Mad- 
den gave 106 copies to friends and of- 
ficials and the remaining 194 were de- 
stroyed. About half the copies so pre- 
sented were overprinted “Specimen.” 

It is interesting to note that at the 
same time that the sheets of 4c were 
printed with center inverted, that Mr. 
Madden had sheets of higher values of 
the series also prepared—just in case 
these, too, should be found in post office 
stocks in this condition. None were 
found and the furor over his having dis- 
tributed the 4c caused officials to destroy 
all of these higher values and none exist 
today. President Theodore Roosevelt 
had the whole matter thoroughly in- 
vestigated after charges had been made 
paralleling those made in 1934-35. 

To be entirely accurate these inverts 
are not inverted centers, but actually in- 
verted frames. The black portion of the 
design is printed first, then the color, 
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Whole No. 552

consequently it was the frames that were 
inverted. The black is printed first as 
the dampening of the paper for the sec- 
ond printing would not affect black ink 
as much as it would likely affect colored 
inks. However, custom has decreed that 
such errors be termed inverted centers 
regardless of which portion of the design 
was actually inverted in printing. 


Baseball Stamp Design 





Official description of the design of the 


| Centennial of Baseball Commemorative 
| Stamp was given in full in a notice to 


postal employees dated May 15. The 
stamp will, as announced before, be is- 
sued June 12 at Cooperstown, N. Y., 
and at other post offices on the follow- 
ing day or as soon thereafter as possible. 
It will be purple, same size as the other 
large size commemoratives recently _is- 
sued, arranged horizontally. Printed in 
sheets of 200, by the rotary process, it 
will be issued at post offices in panes of 
50 perforated all around. The description 
of design is as follows: 

“The central subject depicts a game of 
baseball by a group of youthful players. 
In the background are a house, barn, 
schoolhouse, and church. Beneath the 
central subject in a narrow white panel 
is the wording “Centennial of Baseball” 
in dark gothic. In a wider panel with 
dark ground at the lower edge of the 
stamp is the inscription “United States 
Postage” in white gothic. In an upright 
panel with dark ground at the left are 
crossed bats, over which are superim- 
posed at the center a catcher’s mitt and 
ball, surrounded by laurel sprays. Be- 
tween the ends of the bats are the dates, 
“1839” at the top and “1939” below, 
in white. At the base of the panel, 
in white lettering, is a large numeral 
“3” with the word “Cents” below.” 

The usual rules apply to those wish- 
ing to send first day covers. Covers must 
be no smaller than 3x6 inches, be sealed 
and addressed to sender or any other ad- 
dress desired, and marked lightly in 
pencil in the upper right corner to show 
the number of stamps to be affixed to 
each. The postmaster will accept no more 
than ten covers from any one person and 
will not accept remittances made other 
than by cash or money order. He also 
cannot accept mail orders for unused 
stamps to be returned with covers. All 
such orders for uncanceled stamps must 
be sent to the Philatelic Agency.

In connection with the visit to this 
country in June of the King and Queen 
of England, facilities will be provided 
at Washington, D. C., for applying the 
postmark “Royal Train R. P. O., U. S. 
A., June 9, 1939” to philatelic mail. Per- 
sons desiring covers to receive that post- 
mark should forward them to the Second 
Assistant Postmaster General, Division of 
Railway Mail Service, Washington, D. C. 
No special cachet will be used and the 
covers will not be actually transported 
on the Royal Train. 

In order to receive the “Royal Train 
R. P. O.” postmark, covers must be fully 
prepaid at the ordinary rate of postage. 
Unpaid and insufficiently prepaid covers 
will be treated in accordance with the 
regulations. 

Residents of countries where United 
States postage stamps are not available 
may submit the covers with money order 
or bank draft payable to the Second As- 
sistant Postmaster General, to cover the 
required postage from Washington, D. 
C., to destination. Na covers will be 
accepted after 12 noon, June 9th. 


Costa Rican Imperfs 


The Costa Rican Government is tak- 
ing steps to recover from the stamp mar- 
ket imperforate specimens of the Cocos 
Island stamps of 1936 (first design). 
Perkins, Bacon & Co., printers of the 
issue, are no longer in business and all 
their effects were sold, which included 
presumably the plates or dies of these 
stamps and trial sheets as well as unfin- 
ished sheets. The government has de- 
manded the plates on the ground these 
are its property. 


®@ France receives about 300,000 francs 
(approximately $8,000) per annum for 
the advertising concession on istamp 
booklet covers.

Mexican Issue To Be Raffled 





The Mexican government at last re- 
ports was, despite a huge volume of pro- 
tests, going ahead with its plan to issue 
400 copies of the Sarabia flight specula- 
tive stamp by means of a raffle. No 
stamps were otherwise to be available ex- 
cept through Pilot Sarabia at his price. 
The government rushed through the de- 
cree and planned to use the equipment 
of the Mexican national lottery to hold 
the raffle. Any person could enter their 
name in the drawing, stamp collector or 
not, and it was expected that many 
would submit a number under various 
names. The issue faces a virtual boy- 
cott in Philatelic circles. 

One dealer, who was to handle the 
sale of the pilot’s portion of the issue, 
tried to have the President of the Asso- 
ciacion de Filatelistas Mexicanos arrested 
because of the society’s efforts to sup- 
press the scheme. A judge threw the 
charges out of court.

Luff Memorial Room 


Dedicated to the memory of one of 
Philately’s greatest students, the late 
John N. Luff, on Wednesday, May 17, 
the Collectors Club of New York City 
formally opened the Luff Room. The 
room contains modern scientific equip- 
ment designed for philatelic research, a 
gift to the club from Mr. and Mrs. Hugh 
M. Clark, President and Vice-President 
of Scott Publications, Inc., and for many 
years associated with Mr. Luff in the 
Scott Stamp & Coin Co. 

Mr. Luff had been a charter member, 
president, and honorary life governor of 
the club. The room is intended to carry 
out his type of study of stamps. Equip- 
ment includes a special camera, binocu- 
lar microscope, a microscope capable of 
measuring stamps or portions of them to 
1/1000 inch accuracy, other magnifiers 
and a reading glass for studying full 
sheets; a paper thickness gauge which 
can measure by ten-thousandths of an 
inch; and a mercury vapor lamp for use 
of ultra-violet rays.

A fairly accurate presentation of oper- 
ation of an early Railway Post Office 
is given in the movie “Union Pacific.” 
Most of the action centers around the 
small wooden mail car where Barbara 
Stanwyck combines the duties of post- 
master with those of a proprietor of a 
lunch counter. One scene shows her post- 
marking letters with a cancelling stamp 
of the type used in the late ’60s. Post- 
marks are known to exist on mail from 
early Union Pacific trains, generally on 
the 1869 issue stamps. These are in- 
scribed simply “Union Pacific R. R.” or 
“U. P. R. R.” with date in center, the 
killer being usual cork type. Since the 
postmarks do not bear the year date on 
specimens known, it is not known 
how early they were used, particularly 
during the days of construction, but con- 
sidering the thousands of men at work 
during that time, means of handling mail 
such as shown in the picture were nec- 
essary. 





RPO fans will see much of interest in 
the picture “Dodge City.” * ere too muc 
of the action centers around the 1872 
vintage passenger train which winds up 
with a gun battle in the baggage car, 
during which the Route Agent is killed. 
The scenes are very accurate as to equip- 
ment used, but alas the agent was shown 
only sorting mail and not using his can- 
celler. In addition to burning up car and 
mail, the sheriff used a sack holder to 
handcuff his prisoner in a comfortable 
position — something not provided for in 
present day postal laws! A little research 
by some interested collector should soon 
determine what Route was depicted, and 
then try to find a marking of it. 





Apparently the Canadian Post Office 
Dept. was not counting on the arrival of 
the King and Queen being delayed, for 
covers from the Royal Train post office 
came through postmarked May 15, the 
day on which they had been scheduled 
to land, though actually they did not ar- 
rive until the 17th. Possibly the 
covers had been cancelled before the 
date. The cancel is simply inscribed in 
the circle “ROYAL TRAIN—CANADA” 
with date in center and the flag portion 
being a representation of the Royal 
Standard. This was the machine cancel. 
The hand cancel is a double-lined circle 
without a killer, maple leaves being used 
as ornaments between name and date.

Editor’s Notebook 


EXPERTISING Ever since there were 
stamp ccllectors the 
expertising of stamps has_ generally 
been on a basis of personal knowledge 
and opinions given were often no more 
than just personal opinions not based on 
scientific examination or principles. Sev- 
eral months ago, Y. Souren devoted a 
page to discussion of the subject and if 
you haven’t read it, then it will pay you 
to look it up, for it contains some ele- 
mental and frequently ignored truths in 
connection with expertisation. 

Instances of conflict of opinion of so- 
called “experts” are not rare. We recall 
one experience of our own where we had 
purchased at the post office two stamped 
airmail envelopes on which the red and 
blue border had been omitted. Not im- 
portant errors in any event, though in- 
teresting. A man supposed to be a lead- 
ing envelope authority was sent one of 
these for recording and not only pro- 
nounced it fake but was so certain of 
this opinion that he wrote in ink upon

the envelope that the border had been 
“removed by ink eradicator.” Later, 
after thorough examination by a chem- 
ist who knew papers and inks as few 
people do, it was pronounced a genuine 
error. Which just goes to show how opin- 
ion, based only upon personal experience 
and not upon scientific knowledge can 
be wrong. Most important, it shows how 
little the opinions of experts are really 
worth. 

But times and methods are changing 
and the expertising of stamps is being 
put on a laboratory basis. Instruments 
whose accuracy is unquestioned are be- 
ing devised and adopted for this pur- 
pose. In the hands of capable men, un- 
fettered by faulty knowledge, they are 
capable of rendering decisions as in con- 
trast to opinions of experts who must 
rely on memory and just what the eye 
can see. In the mail the other week 
came the announcement of a new estab- 
lishment to be known as Philatelic Re- 
search Laboratories, Inc., with the sole 
purpose of applying scientific principles 
by means of accurate instruments to the 
study of stamps and determining their 
status. A few days after that came notice 
of the opening of the Luff memorial 
room at the Collectors Club with equip- 
ment of the same nature and for prac- 
tically the same purposes. Which indi- 
cates that philately is taking another 
progressive step to the lasting benefit of 
the hobby. It is possible now for any 
collector to have the true character of 
his doubtful stamps determined beyond 
any doubt and Mr. Souren as president 
of the new firm has done his part in 
establishing this reform; just as Mr. and 
Mrs. Clark have put at the service of 
the student the instruments to further 
their study with a minimum of guess- 
work.

To The Editor: 

I always thought that if you are a dyed in

According to Icelandic 
history, Leif Ericsson in his 
viking ship visited the coast 
of North America in the 
year 1000 A. D. Four years 
later arrived the first settler 
on the American mainland, 
Thorfinnur Karlsefni. He 
attempted to establish a per- 
manent residence but the 
Indians were so hostile that 
in 1007 he deserted his new 
home land. Much of the 
history of the time is vague 
as writings of the period are 
half legend and half history. 
Various things since found 
on the New England coast 
coast have tended to prove 
the Norse legends and so 
Iceland on its three-stamp 
series Commemorating participation in 
the New York World’s Fair, has por 
trayed Karlsefni, on the 45 aur value. 

It is claimed that while Karlsefni was 
living in America, a daughter was born 
to his wife, thus being the first white 
child born in America if history could 
substantiate this. If accepted as fact, 
then the 5c Virginia Dare U. S. stamp 
was an error as this was intended to 
commemorate the birth of the first white 
child in America, supposed to have taken 
place in 1537. 

The 35 aur of the Iceland set depicts 
a plaque on the monument in Iceland 
to Leif Ericsson, while the 20 aur simply 
shows the Trylon and Perisphere, theme 
center of the Fair. 

The stamps were placed on sale May 
lst, Gimbels Stamp Department being 
appointed sole agents as distributors in 
this country. Third Assistant Postmaster 
General Ramsey S. Black, bought the 
first of the stamps from Iceland’s Com- 
missioner General at the Fair, Vilhjal- 
mur Thor, in a little ceremony in Gim- 
bels presided over by Ellis A. Gimbel,

The New York World’s Fair is the 
first in which Iceland has ever taken 
part. A kingdom, the country is equipped 
with one of the oldest democratic-type 
forms of government in the world. It’s 
parliament first held sessions in the year 
930 A. D. Prior to 1918 the land was a 
colony of Denmark, but in that year de- 
clared it’s complete independence, ac- 
knowledging as its only connection that 
King Christian X of Denmark was king 
also of Iceland.

COLUMBUS, OHIO 
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New York had a little extra activity 
this week, when the stately halls and 
statelier methods of Congress were 
abandoned temporarily on Saturday of 
this week, when a “runaway” group of 
representatives opened hearings in the 
Hotel New Yorker, on a new stamp 
issue. Known as the Runaway House 
Subcommittee on Post Roads and Post- 
offices, the group is supporting a bill 
introduced by Congressman Lex Green 
of Florida which provides that a com- 
memorative stamp, honoring the arts, be 
issued in the near future. From the 
ranks of music to support the measure 
came Andre Kostelanetz, orchestra leader 
and husband of Lily Pons, opera singer. 
Speaking for Lawrence Tibbett, baritone, 
and Deems Taylor, composer and com- 
mentator, as well as for himself, Mr. Kos- 
talanetz urged before the committee, that 
Stephen Foster, noted American com- 
poser, be the first to be honored by a 
special stamp. Mr. Kostalanetz’s testi- 
mony, as well as the remarks of a few 
others were broadcast locally. After the 
broadcast the members of the subcom- 
mittee, must have been favorable to such 
a proposal, for they joined Mr. Kostela- 
netz in singing many of Stephen Foster’s 
compositions. 


At the beginning of the week a new 
issue was received from Danzig. This 
issue honors famous men of science and 
also proclaims to the world “War against 
Cancer—Cancer is curable.” A noble 
thought, but the entire issue was sold out 
on the day of issue in Danzig. Yes, a 
noble thought, but, alas, the stamp col- 
lectors are going to pay for the thought. 
Very few sets reached our shores, and 
the wholesalers who handled them were 
sold out on the same day they arrived. 
The set will be the subject of much in- 
terest, as one wonders will this be the 
last set issued by the “Free City of 
Danzig”? 


While on the subject of limited issues, 
let me quote from a report sent out by 
the Mexican postal authorities. “The 
entire printing of the Will Rogers set 
which is to appear on May 16, is sold 
out and we cannot accept any more or- 
ders. We are diminishing the quanti- 
ties ordered by dealers in order to satisfy 
everyone. At present no further print- 
ing order will be given.” Nice going neigh- 
bors. The Mexico New York World Fair 
set also proved to be a limited issue. No

have any left. Rumor has it that one of 
New York’s wholesalers, kept his entire 
supply intact; told all of his customers 
sorry none left. It seems that he is wait- 
ing for the price rise before offering 
them for sale. However, someone asked 
him “what is that package in your safe 
with all the World’s Fair stamps on the 
cover?” The answer was that he closed 
the safe. 


It seems a shame that Mexico in hon- 
oring a great American couldn’t follow 
Nicaragua’s example in being sure that 
all who want a set will get a set. Nica- 
ragua, so far has had the American 
Bank Note Company print 2% million 
sets. They have reported a sale of over 
2 million, and will deliver to anyone as 
many as they want. 


Well the Clemenceau stamp has really 
disappeared from New York. At pres- 
ent there are less than 100 stamps for 
sale in the city. There are more than 
that in the city; but I said for sale. The 
wise boys have gone from dealer to 
dealer buying up all available stamps, 
and they have paid the dealers whatever 
price they have asked. I hope they take 
a licking. The French Government has 
been petitioned to reprint 250,000 of 
these stamps. 


It seems that the German Government 
decided to get on the bandwagon of hav- 
ing limited issues. They recently issued 
a set of 2 stamps in honor of the work- 
ers of the Reich. The set, however, was 
on sale for only 6 days, and is now sell- 
ing in Germany for the equivalent of 
30c in American money. The set was 
sold by most of the dealers for 6 or 7c, 
no one figured that they would have any 
trouble getting more stamps. But, alas, 
the New York dealers find the cupboard 
bare. The above are just a few of the 
headaches dealers in New Issues have. 


Sweden Coil Stamp Numbers 





On the backs of some Swedish coil 
stamps will be found either a star or a 
number. These, Gibbons Stamp Month- 
ly states, are normal markings found in 
all coils. The coil stamps are issued in 
coils of 500, the first stamp in the roll 
having a star on the back, the twentieth 
the figure “2,” the 40th the figure “4” 
and so on every twentieth stamp until 
the last stamp which bears the figure 
“50.” Postal clerks as a result may 
quickly determine how many stamps 
remain in broken rolls by simply unroll- 
ing the few stamps until he comes to 
one with a number, multiply the figure 
by ten, subtract that from 500 and he 
knows immediately how many stamps 
are in the broken roll.

Borneo Not So Wild 


If you’ve formed your opinions of 
Borneo from its famous wild men of side- 
shows and from the jungle-like scenes on 
its stamps, then Ken of the KenMore 
Kollector says you are in for a surprise. 
North Borneo is owned by the British 
North Borneo Co. which issues its own 
money and stamps and is directed by a 
Board of Directors 11,000 miles away in 
London. The capital is Sandakan, not a 
jungle town, but a thriving city in a 
tropical setting; replete with traffic cops, 
movies, banks and clubs where a dress 
suit is the proper outfit. Ken says a 
wild man is encountered as often in its 
streets as an Indian in Times Square. 
Chief export is oil (the stamp business 
once so prosperous in the ’90s has now 
become of minor importance) and the 
export of orang-outangs became such an 
undesirable trade that an export duty of 
$500 per monkey has about stopped bus- 
iness in them. The country in addition 
to the most colorful stamps has about 
the biggest crocodiles in the world and 
plenty of particularly large snakes. The 
natives have some _ strange customs, 
among them celebrating at funerals in- 
stead of turning on the water-works. 
Borneo just issued in January its first 
new regular postage stamp designs since 
1909. 


® The only reason Persia (Iran) didn’t 
have more speculative issues prior to 
1925 during the reign of Shah Ahmed, 
was that the Director of Posts and Tele- 
graphs, a Frenchman named Camille 
Molitor, even threatened to resign to 
prevent the putting into effect of specu- 
lative schemes. M. Molitor punished 
clerks whose carelessness resulted in er- 
‘ors reaching the public. 
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Mystery Postal Labels 


Illustrated herewith are three perfor- 
ated and gummed labels which Mr. Linn 
found among some miscellaneous stamps 
laid aside for years. Nothing is known 
of their history or manner of use. All 
three have two important similarities, 
their size and their having been set 
in type in identical manner. The verti- 
cal ruled lines are continuous on all and 
the horizontal ones are broken by them. 
That the Post Office Dept. itself may 
have made these seals and issued them 
to postoffices is indicated by the one 
headed ‘Post Office Department.” Sec. 
443 in the present Postal Laws and 
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Regulations evidently is not the one to 
which it refers, so it appears that it was 
issued quite a few years ago. Note 
that each label is for a different type 
of use. The top one was to check upon 
improper return of mail which should 
have been delivered. The second one 
obviously was to inform recipient of mail 
why that piece of mail was delayed. 
The third one was evidently for letters 
improperly addressed and which were 
expected to reach the addressee by rea- 
son of address being corrected by post 
office; or was placed upon letters which 
the postoffice at point of mailing felt 
were not likely to be deliverable. 

All three are perforated 12 all around, 
a gauge in use on postage stamps from 
1861 to 1914. Unfortunately even this 
is of no help as this is the gauge stand- 
ard in machines used in printshops 
throughout the country. The paper on 
all three is a heavy laid paper, indicat- 
ing all three were produced at the same 
place. Probably these, if issued by the 
Dept. itself, rather than some postmas- 
ter, were printed at the Government 
Printing Office at Washington. Who 








knows? Who has seen these labels used?
